of shoe factory hoy s were tak ing too 
naanv liberties as th e college with 
girls in whom t hey 
were interested. 
This has been resented, nut 
th e town 
boy s were not mild in receiving the 
resentm ent and declared war by con­ 
s ta nt annoy ance or open violence, 
Monday noon th e first clash cam e 
when th e town boy s attack ed a group 
of college boy s back of t heir dorm itory 
witli tom atoes from the garden and 
stones from th e stree t 
Five stones 
were t hrown through windows of the 
dormitory , four of th em going into 
one boy ’s room. 
T hree or four win­ 
dows were broken in the shoe; factory 
One of th e shoe factory bosses who 
saw th e trouble said the town boy s 
started it. 
In the evening after dark a crowd of 
about th irty town boy s gathered in 
the shadow of th e trees on tiie cam p 
us. 
A little company of college ooy s 
who ex pected trouble were scattered 
m a line along the front of the dorm i­ 
tory . 
T h e town boy s started an a d­ 
vance. A stone w ent crashing through 
a window just above tiie head of a boy 
sitting in his room. 
T hen th e college 
boy s opened fire in th e direction of 
their assailants w ith revolvers. T w en 
ty or more shots were fired and the 
crowd scattered. Someone telephoned 
forthe police and the patrol h urriedto 
the scene, h ut all was quiet then. 
This is the first tim e tiie colleg- 
boy shave offered any resistance. T hey 
say thecam pus belongs to them and tiie 
town boy s will have to keep off. 
I t is 
tim e now th a t they were kept off for 
the disturbance has gone far enough. 
P resident Dilie said in chapel this 
m orning th a t th e grounds wouid he 
policed. 
T he city police say th a t an 
ex ample will be made of a few of tiiese 
West End boy s and they don’t believe 
there will be any more disturbance. 
A special police should fie appointed 
t ) patrol th e college and shoe factory 
grounds until th e possibility of furth e r 
annoy ance is passed.

SATURDAY S TORNADO 


W recks Houses and Barns Near Den- 
rock in W hiteside County. 


Sterling O a/e tte 
A fierce tornado 
struck the vicinity of Den rock S a tur­ 
day afternoon between 4 and 
1:30 
o'clock, 
wrecking everything with 
which it came in contact, and badly 
frightening the residents of tha t vi­ 
cinity. 
T he storm blew from so uth­ 
west to northeast and wrought havoc 
over a territory of about three miles 
long and forty rods wide. 
Accom­ 
panying the storm was a heavy fall of 
rain. 
T he tornado cloud was of the 
typical funnel shape variety and as it 
whirled over the stricken properties 
it made a trem endous and frightful 
noise. 
T he storm first struck a t the old 
M a tt Thompson farm near Denrock. 
now occupied by Ray Thompson. 
It 
continued its course eastw ard, lower­ 
ing as it went, and struck the Rounds 
farm. 
There it blew down a num ber 
of out buildings, tore the- roof from 
the house and uprooted a num ber of 
valuable shade trees. 
At the farm of 
Bert Fisk sim ilar dam age was done. 
All of the outbuildings were destroyed 
and the house was quite badly d am ­ 
aged. 
T he house and barn of George P ot­ 
ter was wrecked by the. gale. 
The 
roof was torn from each building and 
the repairs to both will cost a large 
sum of money. 
O ut buildings were 
also blown down a t this farm and 
large trees were uprooted. 
Alfred P ra tt who lives in tha t vi­ 
cinity saw the tornado approaching. 
He described it as an ugly looking 
funnel shaped mass of whirling clouds, 
and said tha t lie first saw it as it 
struck the roof on the house of the 
P o tter farm. 
J us t beneath the cloud 
he saw a lurid light. 
T his frightened 
him and he started at once to look 
after his own property. 
He went into 
the cellar for Die purpose of closing 
the doors and windows but the storm 
caug ht him before he began this work1 
T he big chimney was blown from the 
roof of the house 
and the roof was 
damaged to some exten t. T he rafters 
were broken and the building was in­ 
jured som ew hat on the interior. Near­ 
ly every tree on the place was uproot­ 
ed and all of the o ut buildings were 
blown down. 
W ires were blown from 
fences and the place was wrecked in all 
quarters. 
A t the George Cady farm the roof 
was blown oil the barn and a num ber 
of large trees were uprooted. 
T he 
storm passed over H am ilto n ’s grove 
tearing up many large trees, 
and 
reached its finish at the home of Fred 
Millikan, about three-quarters of a 
mile north 
of Lyndon. 
T here it 
seemed to rise and thus no dam age 
was done.
